for his Government, who imagin 

bound to maintain the dignity of his name, 
character and station by demanding satis- 
faction at the point of the sword or mouth 
of the pistol for having been roughly treat- 
ed and humiliated by Mr. Corcoran. 

This geptieman was Mr. Murnaga, the 
Secretary of the Spanish Legation m W ash- 
ington at the time Mr. Tassara was Min- 
ister and while Mr. Buchanan was Pres- 
dent of the United States. The present 
Spanish Minister at- Washington, Senor 
Don Emilio de Murnaga, presumably is the 
same person, for he has in full the same 
name.
